Uon which have been In exlstenco foi 
twenty-five years, and which have noi 
defaulted on any of their debts, and 
the first mortgage bonds of any rail 
road company which have paid dlvl 
dends of not less than -I per cent for 
ten years. Thi; secretary of the treas 
BO' is given authority to dctcrmln 
the proportion of these various se- 
curities that he will accept, and also 
to, at any time, require additional BO 
eurity. 
The banks are required ti 


pay interest on the government fund 
hi their keeping at not less than I 
per cent; and the deposits are payabl 
en demand. 
The bill also makes th 


bonds to be issued on account of the 
Panama canal cligtule for use as se- 
curity for bank notes.
